An Appealto the Convention from 
the Fasteru Portion of the State. 


LirrLeron, N. C., Sept. 17, 

Messrs. Hditors:—Itis ardently to 
be hoped that the Convention will 
adopt some measure of relief for the 
Eastern portion of the State. 

It would be extremely erroneous to 
suppose that our people did not feel 
the keenest interest in the proceed- 
ings of the Convention by the smalle 
ness of the vote cast inseme pc rtions 
of this territory. 


The fact is, knowing it to be im- 
possible to elect their caudidates, 
from the great preponderance of the 
Radical element, many thought it 
useless to go tothe polls, but watched 
with eagereyes the course of their 
fellow countrymen of the West, 
trusting to them to rally to their 
relief in this most pressing exigen- 
cy. 
“Let the Convention so amend the 
Constitution as to lift the sombre pall 
oVershadowing this Radical-stricken 
section, or at least mitigate the evils 
we suffer, and when the amended 
Constitution is offered for ratification, 
mark the difference in ihe vote that 
follows. 

The Magistrates controlling this 
township at the last election are 
two most ignorant negroes, so igno- 
it is believed they are 
utterly incapable of conducting the 
simplest legal process. The constable 
is awhite man, brought from the 
North, bis expenses paid, to labor on 
afarm. His tirst act on placing his 
foot on Carolina's soil was to desert 
hisemployer without any remunera- 
tion. 

The mass of the ‘negroes finding 
the government placed in their 
hands and that they are masters of 
the situation are naturally disposed 
to use it in a manner most congenial 
to their views and feelings, oe 
daily more insolent, assuning an: 
upreasonable, and with their noto- 
rious general want of principle, there 
is a growing aversion ameng the 
white population to having dealings 
with them. Their white leaders are 
thus passing them to their own de- 
struction. 

The writer wasa few days ago sum- 
moned before a negro magistrate to 
answer a charge of beating a laborer, 
and three negroes summoned as wit- 
nesses tothe fact. Being entirely in- 
noveut of the charge, bot even having 
a thought of doing so, but having no 
witness it caused some embarrass- 
ment as to how to proceed. The ne- 
gvo had absented himself for seyeral 
days about the time of the preceeding 
Superior Court term, fearing;an ars 
rest for false swearing in a case in 
which he was witness previously. It 
was supposed this fact might be 
brought to bear. But it wes ineiden- 
tally mentioned in time that he, on 
the day of the alleged beating, had 
stated before several persons, that he 
bad not been struck at all. 

Messrs. Editors, it appears the pro- 
foundest of mysteries that a native 
Carolinian with a spark of patriotism 
or honor in his breast, can affiliate 
with a party whicl, if the legitimate 
result of its actions and teachings are 
ever reached, will inevitably ruin 
both races.
